Those 30 eggs at 24 cents a dozen 
mean an income of 60 cents per hen— 
practically all profit, as hens on the 
farm at this season receive little if any 
special feed.

What if poultry sometimes brings 2 
cents more a pound in winter than 
after the laying season— you would 
lose only 8 cents on a 4-pound hen, but 
make 60 cts. on her eggs— gain 52 cts.
